But generally sp eaking, sum^ 
mer business is ex p ected to be 
fair, and in making this fore­ 
cast,

The chief recov ery 
stimulus 
ex p ected from the adm inistration 
for the nex t three m onths or so 
is heav y ex p enditure for p ublic 
works, relief and other p urp oses.

tions as the $400,000,000-a-month 
p rogram suggested by John May ­ 
nard Key nes, British economist, 
during his recent v isit to W ash­ 
ington, is regarded as somewhat 
doubtful.

W hen comp leted, the new ch an­ 
nel will p rov ide the waters of Big 
Flatrock with a straight course 
from the bridge to the Big F lat­ 
rock railroad trestle, 3,000 feet to 
the west. 
Trav eling in the old riv er bed, 
the stream ’s w ater trav els ap ­ 
p rox im ately 
6,000 feet in 
its 
winding route from the bridge to 
the trestle. 
Although the ex act cost of this 
p roject has not definitely been 
determ ined, total ex p enses will 
not ex ceed the $20,000 
which 
was ap p rop riated for this work 
by the city council last fall, ac­ 
cording to May or J. K ennard Al­ 
len. 
This sum also includes

There are few flowers which 
give the gardener the pride and 
joy which he gets from growing 
big, beau tifu l roses right in his 
garden. Most home gardeners 
are pretty happy when the rose 
bu shes 
produ ce 
flowers 
bu t 
wou ldn’t they be thrilled with 
joy if they grew twice as many 
roses? While the type of soil 
and certain cu ltu ral practices 
are important, one of the big­ 
gest factors in su ccessfu l rose 
growing is proper feeding. 
Roses are recognized as heavy 
feeders and u nless an abu ndant 
su pply of all of the necessary 
plant food elements are present 
in the soil in an available form 
they cannot make their best 
growth. Flowers will be small 
and of poor lasting qu alities. 
Gardeners have long recognized 
the necessity of feeding roses 
and many of them developed 
plans of feeding which gave 
them good resu lts. Usu ally the 
gardener relied on his experi­ 
ence, 
in deciding when 
and 
what to feed the plants. 
Now that complete plant food 
can be pu rchased at almost any 
garden su pply store, rank am a­ 
teu rs can have the same mea­ 
su re of su ccess in feeding roses 
as that enjoyed by the experi­ 
enced gardener. 
For complete 
plant food is easy to u se. It con­ 
tains all of the elements plants 
mu st get from the soil, and no 


other plant feeding m aterials 
need be u sed when scientifically 
prepared complete plant food is 
u sed. 
If you r roses have not pro­ 
du ced the nu mber or kind of 
blooms you expected, try feeding 
them with a complete plant food 
this year. 
Generally speaking, 
best resu lts will be obtained 
from complete plant food if 4 
pou nds per hu ndred squ are feet 
is applied in early spring and 
then 
later 
applications of 2 
pou nds per hu ndred squ are feet 
are made at intervals of six to 
eight weeks. It is best to follow 
the directions which are inclu d­ 
ed in each bag of plant food 
which you pu rchase.
